AN AcT relating to: repealing, consolidating, renumbering, amending and revising various provisions of the stat-
utes for the purpose of correcting errors, supplying omissions, correcting and clarifying references, eliminating
defects, anachronisms, conflicts, ambiguities and obsolete provigoosciling conflicts and repelling unintended

repeals (Revisor’s Correction Bill).

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

postmarked no later than the 2nd Wednesday preceding the
election. An application for registration in person or by mail
may be accepted for placement on the registration list after the
specified deadline, if the municipal clerk determines that the
registration list can be revised to incorporate the registration
in time for the election. All applications for registration
corrections and additions may be made througtheuyear at
the office of the city board of election commissioners, at the
office of the municipal clerk, at the office of any register of
deeds or at other locations provided by the board of election
commissioners or the common council in cities over 500,000
population or by either or both the municipal clerk, or the
commoncouncil, village or town board in all other municipal-
ities and may also be made during the school year at any high
school by qualified persons under sub. (2) @her registra-
tion locations may include but are not limited to fire houses,
police stations, public libraries, institutions of higher educa-

tion, supermarkets, community centers, plants and factories,
banks, savings and loan associations and sabargs. Spe-

cial registration deputies shall be appointed for all locations.

An elector who wishes to obtain a confidential listing under

S. 6.47 (2) shall register at the office of the municipal clerk of

the municipality where the elector resides.

6.15, 6.29 or 6.55 (2) or (3) and electors who
are reassigned from another polling place under s. 5.25 (5) (b).
Each such elector shall have his or her full name, address and
serial number likewise entered and shall be given a slip bear-
ing such number.
